State treasurer 
warns residents 
about scheme 


Lucy Baxley, State 
Treasurer, recently issued 
notice of a scheme being used 
to victimize people in Alabama 
who may.or may not be owners 
of unclaimed property held by 
her office. While’ incidents 
involving this scheme appear 
to be ongoing, Ms. Baxley said 
her office has recently received 
an unusually high number of 
reports. of Alabamians. being 
contacted) about unclaimed 


property. 
Under Alabama- law, the 
State Treasurer holds 


unclaimed or abandoned funds 
in trust until the rightful own- 
ers come forward with a valid 
claim for payment. Currently, 
the State Treasurer is holding 
over © $1.25 9 million. in 
unclaimed funds. We “are 
aggressive in our efforts to 
reunite rightful owners with 
their unclaimed property,” Ms. 
Baxley said. “However, we 
continue to take in almost three 
times as much in unclaimed 
funds as We return to-rightful 
owners,” added Baxley, 

“Although some. of - these 
individuals and businesses are 
leyitimate locators of lost prop- 
erty, they charge a fee for their 
services and my office provides 
this-as a free ‘service to the 
public,” said. Baxley. In most 
causes that are brought to the 
attention of the’ State 
Treasurer's office, the individ- 
uals who have been contacted 
by these individuals or firms do 
not have any undcfaimed prop- 
erty. “If the State of Alabama is 
holding any unclaimed proper- 
ty for any individual or busi- 
ness, the name will be listed on 
our database,” Baxley said. The 
State Treasurer’s database cur- 
rently holds over one million 
names of owners of unclaimed 
property, 

“Many of these victims are 
senior citizens and it really sad- 
dens me to: talk to them and 
learn that they paid a fee only 
to find out in most cases that 
either their names Were not list- 
ed or that the amount held was 
less than the fee charged,” said 
Baxley.

Scientists” have 
that one of the most potent 
weapons ‘in the fight: apainst 
prostate cancer may beoas close 
us the nearest plate. ol pasta 
louded with tomato sauce 

Lycopene, the carotenoid 
plant protein. that produces ted 
Ness ip tomatoes, is abundant in 
tomato sauces used in) pasta 
dishes. But redness: appears to 
be only one of its effects. 
Lycopene is one of the tens of 
thousands of phytochemicals 
found’ in fruits and vegetables 
hat may play a significant role 
in preventing diseases such as 
cancer and heart disease. 

Through the years, scientists 
have consistently detected con- 
centrations of lycopene’ in. the 
prostate gland, This left many 
wondering: Is it’ possible 
lycopene regulates cell growth 
and protects prostate tissue from 
the damaging effects of free rad- 
icals, believed to be a major 
contributor to cancer? 

Most reséarchers now believe 
the answer to that question is a 
firm, unequivocal “yes.” 

They (researchers) | started 
looking at human population 
groups that consumed a lot of 
tomatoes and tomato-derived 
products. What they found was 
a lower incidence of prostate 
cancer within cultures that con- 
sumed large amounts hl these 
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products, 

More recently, researchers 
have discovered that lycopene- 
rich diets may even benefit indi- 
viduals with full-blown prostate 
cancer. Unlike most 
carotenoids, lycopene is not 
readily available in’ vegetables 
other than tomatoes. Pink grape 
fruit, fresh papaya, raw guava 
and watermelon all contain 
iraces Of the nutrient. That also 
holds true for dried apricots and 
pureed rosehips. 

Sull, the challenge remains of 
obtaining high enough blood 
concentrations of lycopene to 
ensure an adequate safeguard 
against prostate cancer, And, as 
researchers have argued, who 
wants to eat watermelon with 
vegelable oil? 

For men, the best bet remains 
tomato sauce or paste, usually 
served with dishes such as pasta. 
Ketchup traditionally dismissed 
as nothing more than a.condi-
